NECOTIATIONS REACH CRUCIAL STAGE. “

on Thursday. . Sir James Craig and the Ulster Cabinet Ministers arrived at 
Downing Street shortly before Mr. De Valera left, and after Mr. De Valera’s 
departure Sir James Craig had an hour’s interview with. the- Premier. It is 
state that Mr. Lloyd George during the week-end informed Sir James 
Craig of Mr. De Valera’s proposals for settlement. ‘These’ Were examined 
by the Ulster Cabinet whose views were conveyed-to the Premier. The 
conversation between the Premier and Mr. De Valera - in the evening is 
thought to have related to the attitude of, Ulster which 3s regarded as the 
crux of the question. It is stated that Mr. ‘De Valera wilt submit the resvl- 
of the negotiations te the Sinn Fein Parliament in Dublin.

SALVAGING OF CIVILIZATION, | 


MR. H. G. WELLS'S BRILLIANT BOOK, 


—_— 


_ Should this new work of Mr. 
‘Wells’s be reviewed as a brilliant dis- 
play of verbal fireworks or as a 
serious contribution to political 
science? Brilliant it unquestionably 
is; rich in incisive remarks, ilumina- 
ting metaphors, and vivid descriptions 
of the peril which now seems to over’ 
hang the world. But helpful? That 
is another question. The value of 
the most exact and graphic treatise 
on the symptoms of cancer, Or any 
other disorder, would be considerably 
discounted if, at the end, it only led 
up to a recommendation to discard 
one quack remedy in favour of 
another; and Mr, Wells’a essay on 
our social maladies is somewhat of 
that character. : 

Up to a point bis vision is clear. 
His diagnosis of the trouble is sound 
in substance and impressive in man- 
nef’; 2nd, indeed, the danger is too 
grave for any exaggeration of it to 
‘be possible. Modern implements of 
destruction, as perfected towards and 
after the conclusion of the great war 
are so formidable, and there is so 
widespread a disposition to make 
ruthless use of them, that civilization 
runs a seal risk of perishing through 
its own inventions.‘ That is the 
starting point; and Mr. Wells cannot 
be charged with undue sensation- 
alism in his marshaling of 
the alarming facts. He thinks, too, 


that the League of Nations, a9: 


at present constituted, is a very in- 
adequate instrument for coping with 
the danger. To expect it to keep the 
peace and save the world is, be thinks, 
altogether unreasonable, aud may 
even prove a pusitively dangerous 
illusion. The enthusiasts who pi 
their faith to it--mainly “busy- 
bodies.” in bis judgment—seem to 
him no lesa frivolous than those 
triflers who allow their attention to 
be distracted from the threatened 
ctsis by race-mectings,’ football 
matches, and picture shows. 
_., People. have a way of saying it is 
better than nothing. Bur may be 
‘worse than nothing. It may create 
‘a: feeling of disillusionment about

T much regret to report the death 
on 3rd December of Mrs. Fletcher, 
acting Head Mistress of the Peak 
School. She was an admirable 
teacher and a very great loss to 
the Department and her pupils. 
The estimated British staff was 24 
men and 26 women. At the ‘close 
of the year it was 5 men and 16 
women short. This shortage has 
been remedied to some extent by 
the employment of temporary wo- 
men teachers, of whom several 
have fairly good qualifications. 
Others have none at all: ‘such 
teachers become after a few 
months of some value, but they 
need much supervision, and they 
cannot take big classes unaided 
Tke shortage was. increased hy the 
necessity of coming to the assis: 
tance of the University. 

Table V gives the nuraber of pupils 
receiving an English Education as 
nearly 10,000 or more than 3 times 
what it was 20 years ago. The desire 
for a knowledge of English is by no 
means adequately sbewn. in this 
Table, as the Engtish Schools are full 
and turning away candidates for ad- 
mission. The increase in vernacular 
education in the year under review is 
striking, but is partially explained by 
the fact that more schools in the New 
Territories have come under the hands 
of the Department. The combined 
averzge attendance at the 3 British 
schools, 163, was the same as in 1919. 
There -was a falling off in attend 
ance at the Peak School, for reasons 
probably connected with the very 
Rreat difficulty which was experienced 
in maintaining the staff. The 
Victoria School also shewed a falling 
off, partly the cause and’ partly the 
consequence of a decision to 
corfine it to girls and small boys. 

Kowloon Schoo! on the other 

nd began at the end of the year to 
grow exceedingly, and beyond its 
seating accommodation. 


The number of pupils at schonls in 
the Colony excluding the Police School 
and the urtontrolled schools in the 
New Territories shows an increzse 
of 2,921 over 1919, the incresse in 
pupils in English schools being 647 
and in the vernacular schools, 2,274. 

EDUCATION IN ENGLISH. 


The writer has now completed his 
20th yearin the Department and a 
very brief comparison of the ‘general 
development in that period may per: 
haps be allowed. Twenty years ago, 
our effort in Engtish education was 
largely meaningless, because the 
teaching of spoken English was 
almost entirely neglected. The 
standard reached by a few puplls, as 
shewn by the Oxford Local results 
was, if at all, little below what it is 
now, But the general improvement 
is demonstrable by the fact tbat all 


was 45 or almost double, and that 
with a much higher standard set. 

The presest position is outlined in 
the following paragraphs, = - 

Urban District—There are 13,719 
children on the books of the Verna 
cular Day Schools of the Colony and 
405 more in the Night Schools. The 
average attendance at the day schools 
is 88 per cent. of the total enrolment. 
This isa high figure all things con 
sidered, and shewa-that there is con- 
siderable competition for seats. 

The Government does not operate 
any purely Vernacular Schools. but 
assists them in four ways :>—(1) by 
Grants; (2) by Subsidies ; (3) by Io- 
spections; (4) by operating Normal 
Schools for teachers as ‘described 
below, © Ry 

Grants.—These—except for a very 
few schools which are specially 
favoured—vary from $3 to $5 for 
each unit of average attendance 
The schools in receipt of these Graats 
are all managed by missionary or 
(latterly) non-Christian charitable 
bodies. In the first category there are 
26 Mission Schools as compared with 
78,\wenty years ago. They are now 
mostly, for girls. 
| . This falling off in numbers is ex: 
plained by the superior attractions of 
the subsidy system; also, it may be 
presumed, by the competition of the 
Confucian and Tung Wa Grant 
Schools which with few exceptions 
give a free education. All the Grant 
Schools are bound by the conditions 
of the Grant Code, 

Subsidies.—-The system of subsidies 
was, first started in the New Ter- 
ritoties, and lately adopted in Hong- 
kong. It consists in giving quarterly 
a lump sum of $5 to $20 to schools 
which appear to. the Director of 
Education upon the @fvice of the 
Inspectors to be deserving. In 1920, 
$20,000 was thus absorbed by schools 
in the Colony, including $10,000 given 
to the Confucian Society, and $7,200 
by schools in the New Territories. 
The Inspectors in formirg their 
opinion are guided by the absolute 
value of the schools judged from 
a technica] stand-point; by their 
size; by their financial position; 
and by. their usefulness. Thus 2 
bare-foot school in a poor. district 
might recsive a subsidy in preference 
to one correspording tq a private 
preparatory school at heme,

PEKING COMMENT. 


“To those behind the scenes the 
suspension of payment by the Banque 
Industrielle de Chine has come, not as 
a surprise, but as 8 tardy fulfilment 
of long-standing prophecies, says the 
Peking and Tientsin Times, The 
Banque Indastrille de Ching was 
founded in 1913, its Statutes being 
approved by the Chinese Government 
on Janusry 11 of that year. In yu 
its Capital was stated to be Fes 
45,000,000, of which one-quarter had 
been paid up, and one third, Fes 
15,000,000 Bad been subscribed by 
the Chinese Government. The latest 
published announcements were to 
the effect that the authorized Capital 


scribed, Fes. 75, 
Fes, 50,000,000 subscribed for by the 
Chinese Government. 

As long ago as 1914 we animadverted 
strongly upon some of the transac: 
tions in which the Banque was then 

. especially the so-called In- 
dustrial Loan for Fes. 150,000,000, 
Fes. 75,000,000 of which were offered 
for pablic subscription in Paris’ on 
April 7 of that year. The purpose 
of this loan was stated to be the 
promotion of certain public works, 
including the construction of a port 
at Pukow, and the establishment of 
various Municipal enterprises {includ- 
ing Electric lighting, Waterworks 
and Tramways) in Peking. The 
security was to be the industrial en- 
terprises themselves, and Peking 
Municipal taxes, other than the Octroi. 
We suggested st the time that there 
was no serious intention of p: i 
with the Pukow port development 
scheme, and pointed out that the 
alleged municipal undertakings to be 
nanced from the loan conflicted with 
established charters. The French 
Government underwent a serious in- 
terpellation in the Chamber on March 
30,1914, espécially on the point 
whether substantial cash advances 
had already been made to the Chinese 
Government, but the interpellators 
were unable to dbtain any definite 
information.

The nerd for some legislation on this 
subject hes been widely Tecugnised, Thy 
min objects are to protect tenants from 
Unreasunable increases of their rent and 
from arbitrary termination of their ten: 
ancies; in other words, to keep the roof 
over the heads of present, uccupiers and 
to pratect then from excessive exploita- 
wtion. It has been pointed out, Sir, that 
the Bill would have also had another 
subsidiary effect in that it will tend to 
check the recent rash speculation in 
house property which must, if continued, 
have Ind to constant increases of rental, 
resulting in increased east of living 
and discouragement of trade. The Bill 
has beea very widely discussed and much 
help has been derived by the Rents 
Committee and the Governmant from 
the various letters, petitions, reports and 
other communicatinns reseived. I would 
like to say that concrete” Proposals such 
48 were reecived on this present Bill are 
atvays welcome, I wauld like to ne. 
knowledge tuo, the very great assistance 
I have reeeived from, in the drafting 
of the Bill, the hou. member who req 
Presents the Justices of the Peace. The 
Government, Sir, are fully alive to the 
general and theoretical objections to 
Fegislation of this kind, tho undesir- 
ability of interfering with the ordinary 
working of economic law, the danger of 
discouraging new buildings and that is 
whr—as you ‘yourself baye said, Sir—the 
Governnjent have so far held their hand 
‘for.a cousiderable time, But the situa 
tion has become so acute that it has been 
decided that some action is necessary. 
As a matter of fact I do not think the 
Bill ovght to discourage new building 
because any new buildings finished after 
the Ordinance comes into operation will 
be entirely ‘outside its scope, I would 
dike, Sir, if I may—it will not take more 
than 2 few minntes—to refer sgaih to 
tho policy of the Bill and show how’ it 
Proposes to work. The two possible 
causes, I suppose, of the present short. 
age of housing accommodation aro, first 
of all, the infiux of strangers—refugees— 
into'the Colony and, secoad!y. the failure 
on the part of ‘builders and property 
owners to keep pace with the normal 
development of the Colony. 1 do not 
know how far that second cause affects 
the result, or whether it is an appreci- 
able cause at all, but I will assume, 
for the moment, that it is one of the 
cases of the prosent shoitage. - The 
situation created by the working of these 
two causes has beon avated and made 
intolerzble by two “mubeldiary factora— 
one, the speculation in havse Property, 
which tends to drive ap rents all the 
time; and, secondly, the greed of certain 
landlords. The Bill 
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the regular normal development of the

classes of property. A Rents Board has 
been suggested, and possibly that would 
be the fairest method if the Rents Board . 
were omniscient and were permanently 
sitting and could work sufficiently quick: 
Ix, but there would be great uncertainty, 
the delay would be great and there 
would be great expenditure of public 
and private tire, L shauid very much 
douht whether the decisions of that 
Board could be made su, uniform as ‘to 
be equatiy fair in all coses. Ab alt, 
events, it is not a proposal which we 
felt contd be produced at such short 

gain, § Proposd that one 
subsidiary factars I spoke of just 

now, ie. the greed of certain landlords, 
and chiefly of farmers of house property, 
should be checked. by providing that farm- 


ers of house property; should be allowed H catendar, except in dealings wath 


to collect from the terants below them only 
A evrtain percentage of what they them- 
selves pay to ‘thetr superior landlord.

property, That would be a much «reat: 
er and longer interference with ordinary 
economic laws than the interference pro- 
pored by this Bill, because it would last, 
in some cases, for at least two years and 
it would be also very dificult to keep 
track of the rents charged because, 
under the scheme which it is part of. 
it is proposed that landlords should 
still have power to cyict in certain 
circumstances. When a tenant was turn. 
ed out and a new tenant came in the 
latter migkt not know what the late 
Tent was and he might be charged very 
much higher. Jt would be impossible to 
keep track of all these rents, and the 
provision, 1 have no doubt, would be 
very largely evaded. It is’ suggested, 
alsu, thet the collection of “shoe 
money" should be prohibited, but we 
felt that in o Bill already rather excep 
tional it would be unwise further to 
disturb existing practices by protibiting 
a custom which, as it may be, is 
certainly widespread. While the Bill’ re- 
mains in aperation there is‘no reason 


. Why anyone should be forced to pay any 


excessive “‘shog mon¢y” -because the 
weapon in: thé past for the’ exaction of 
“shoe money ’’ has. been the threat of 
eviction and if a mag pays the standard 
rent, as long as the Bill remains in 
force, that man cannot bo turned out. 
L hope the publicity given to the Bill, 
will result in tenants realising this fact. 

Auother proposal was that buyers of 
Property. for their own occupation should 
be able to enter ‘ifta occupation even 
if no other accommodation could, be 
found for the tenants who were ejected, 
1 tried to draw up something to mest 
this, but found it very difficult in de-. 
tail. I also think it is not necessary. 
The buyer, if he is buying a‘house to 
live in, is either o resident here already 
or he is. someone from outside. If he 
is a rosident, he bas s house in which 
he is living now and con continue. If 
ke is a stranger, then I ‘would say the 
permanent residents have 2 greater claim 
to its use. If it is an old business, a man, 
hag gither. bis old premises in‘ which he 
can remain, or, if it is o new business, 
then I aay, again; that the, old estab- 
lished businesses have the greater: claim 
on us than any new businesses, But the 
rock ‘vpon which the posal: would 
split is the diffeulty of p! oviding against 
bad faith. The buyor would always say 
he intended to start @ business but 
failure to secure capital, or arrange 
or other circumstances over - 
which he had no control bad Prevented 
hin doing so and he would proceed to.

Another proposal is that tenants 
should not be allowed to transfer or 
sublet without the consent of the land... 
lord, I find it rather diffeult to.dis.. 
cover the object of this proposal. The 
new tenant cannot legally be required. 
if the tenant transfers his tenancy some- 
where ele, ta pay any more than the old 
tenant. If the object of this: proposal 
is: that. the landlord may get any 
“squeeze '’ or illeit gain, which is con- 
trary to the spirtt of the Ordinanee, then 
Isubmit that we onght not to help the 
tandIord to get that. There is alwass 
a danger that a tenant may hand over 
to someone else in return for premium, - 
Or an increased rent, and risk the 
tenant taking the law against him. I 
submit we ought not to help the land- 
lord to get that illicit gain and there 
is na reason for this proposal. Certain 
perseas have asked as to farmers’ leases. 
They are not extended by the Bill. No 
sloasa. that covers more than 2 ‘single 
building is extended by the Bill. aAn- 
other proposal is that the Bill should 
Provide that rent should be recoverable 
only ‘in respect of calendar months. 
When the Republic was founded the 
attempt was made to introduce the 
Gregorian calendar but I understand 
that the Chinese generally use the old 
Euro- 
peans, and 1 think it would be a mistake 
to deal with such a very widespread 
custom as the use of the Chinese moon 
instead of the calendar month. The 
only other proposal 1 wart to mention 
is that the standard rent should be 
on the 30th June pro- 
vided it is not more than 10 per cent. 
over the rent on the Slst December. We 
find that the rents last December were 
so high and have been increasad since 
then—that these cases Were so numerous - 
—that we thought the fair thing would 
to take the rent on the 2st 
December: : ; 
I would Jike to mention shortly the 
principal cmendincuts which I will pro. 
Pose in the Bill. The frst -one appears 
in paragraph (b) to clause 2 and the’ 
effect of it is to bring within the Bill 
every hotel and boarding house falling 
within the boarding house rules, There 
are ‘six classes of boarding houses affect- 
ed: Chinese’ hotels, Is# and ond, class 
boarding houses, emigrants’ lodging - 
houses, places where employers of labour :

DO AMERICANS LOVE 
THE ENGLISH? 


MR. CHESTERTON'S ANALYSIS. 
_Mr. G K. Chesterton, has just 
returned from America, and con- 
sequently this brilliant analysis of 

* Anglo-American susceptibilities con- 

tributed to The Sunday Express will 

no doubt be read with the keenest 

interest even hy those who will not 
share all his opinions :—- 

The need for Anglo-American under- 

~ standing is a subject much too serious 


. for solemnity. When the politicians _ 


and diplomatists talk about a grave 
situation .or a grest responsibility, 
they invariably go on to use language 
which would be perfectly proper in 
moving.a vote of thanks to a duchess 
at a Flower Show, or offering » pre- 
sentation clock to a cricketing curate. 

That is, they improve their solemn 
oczasion with the talk specially suit- 
able to a frivolous occasion; they 
desl in colourless compliments and 
congratulatory generalisations, and 
give. the. impression of doing their 
best to say something ebout nothing 
in the vicegt possible way. 

In the Anglo-American example; : 

. they can talk about nothing but- 

unity—abput One Law, One Right, 
One Race, One Shakespeare, and the 


oe Musical Glasses—until any sane man 


standing by feels that we are very 
near indeed to a most horrible dis- 
ruption, if we get to unified as all 
that, But’when a sane man really 
- does'like two peoples, and really does 
‘want them to like each other, his 
comparative realism will always have 
an air of. bathos and almost of 
buffoonery,, Belore ‘attempting to 
‘give the faintest suggestion of my Own 
. “feelings about American feelings, Lis 
- avould ask pardon for laying down the 
law in- the form of two beglected 
truths: , ~~ - 
=.” GROUND FOR AFFECTION.

able, An American may be a good 
max, a good citizen, a good ally, a 
good friend, but he will certainly 
be s bad Englishman.

interesting for bis fantastic headdress - 


ard fascinating picture writing, than 
to regard him as a sort of long lost 
Englishman, with a tongue that 
talks the right language with the right 
colours im the wrong pattern. A 
teal Englishman will like him for 
being un-English for his steady and 
almost standardised high spirits, for 
the soaring imagination that idealises 


his business ambitions, for the splendid - 


blazon of his heart upon his sleeve. 

In short, the Englishman will like 
the American as a character, perhaps 
a queer character, and vice versa; 
it is probably the one real way to like 
anybody. It does not in the least 
follow that a man wishes to be like 
what be kes, any more than 4 man 
in love wants to be a woman. It is 
the very last thing he wants. 

QUARRELS. 

The fecond trth, is that inter- 
national quarrels do not come because 
men misunderstand another na- 
tionality. They generally come be- 
cause men misunderstand their own 
nationality. ° 

It is not merely because a man has 
never seen a foreigner except in 8 
picture. It is also because he has 
never seen himself even ins looking- 
glass. The extreme example of this 
was the comic tragedy ofthe German. 
The German was always running about 
with a notebook everywhere, eagerly 
and earnestly understanding every- 
‘body. He was always making ab- 
stracts of the philosophy of the 
Hottentot folk lore, or drawing 
diagrams of the attitudes of the High- 
land Fling. But there was one 
question he never noted down, and 
that was the query of why his own 
remarkable individuslity had so 
singular an effect on others as to 
Gill them with a desire to kick, beat, 
and propel him for considerable 
distances; why in his presence the 
Hotteatot lost all his philosophy 
and the Highland Flinger showed a 
desire to fling him into the sea. 

The English case is not so crude 


as the German; but it has something . 


of the same perilous unconsciousness. 
It is not the Englishman’s ignorance 
of America, that is the danger. It 
is the Englishman’s ignorance of 
England ; of what the English have 
really done, of how the English really 
appear. , 
Even when we admit we were 
~ wrong, it is always about the wrong- 
thing that we are admittedly wrong. 
I will give one compact case, which 
I kave mentioned: elsewhere. We 
were ‘al! taught that George IIt was 
wrong to im the Stamp Act. 
and George Washington right to 
resist it. But in reality there was 
a great deal to be said for George III. 
I wonder how many people know 
_that in the war following on Washing- 
ton’s, British generals under British 
orders marched to Washington and 
quite wantonly and wickedly burnt 
it to the ground. 
There is certainly nothing whatever 


to be said for those generals. It was 
pure Prussianiem, and has ever since 
made it easier for every American to 
believe that we are as bad 2s Prussia. 
But I ask you to imagine that a 
‘foreign gentleman has let you in for 
an extra expense in balfpenny stamps, 
which is a pretty fair parallel to the 
terrible tax of George III. Suppose 
you resist this; and some time after- 
wards the foreign gentleman, calling 
in your absence, takes the opportunity 
to barn your house to a heap of ashes. 
The incident then slips from his 
memory, but whenever yoy meet him 
on subsequent. occasions in society 
he is always apologising for the 
postage stamp. ‘< i. 
Unfortunately, there are still stories 
of the same kind against us ; and the 
burning of Cork.is closer than the 
burning pf Washington. It is im- 
possible to’ measure how much damage, 
has been done to our prestige by the 
recent notion ‘of fighting anarchy 
with anarchy in Ireland. But the 
poiat st present is not merely that 
the American knows these - things. 
-Jt is that the Englishman does not 
know them. Heis likea man walking 


about without knowing what is - 


chalked on his back. The Irish -are 

naturally’ telling everybody thet the 

English do these things, and ‘the 

English do not even know that they 

are done, Moreover, the point atpre- 
. sent is not the effect on our enemies. 

It is much more the effect on our 
+ friends. =o 


Ibis happily a very solid truth that _ 


we have a number of perfectly sincere, 
even passionately sincere, friends in”

So, in 1914, many perfectly patriatie 
Englishmen went’ about saving, “T 
cannot think it of my dear Bavarians,” 
on I will never believe it after the 
happy days I spent in Heidelberg.” 
* Absit omen” 5 

For there came upon me with a 
cold shock of wonder, and of some- 
thing like anger, that the note of all 
this was new, England was being 
‘pitied,’ and the England of my 
boyhood had not accuStomed mo to 
the feeling. . 

Even row I will mention it because 
I do think it vitally urgent that we 
should wake up to realities. and avert 
dangers that others see more clearly 
than we. ; 

» AMERICAN SYMPATHY. 

The optimists tell us that many - 
Americans sympathise with England 
in her quarrels. They do. indeed, 
sympathise ; they sympsthise as they 
might sympathise with Poland before 
her disruption, or with Spain in tie 
first disasters of her decline. And 
this is a practical, and may yet be 
a profitable warning. If these 
Americans disliked England it might 
be their own fault ; indeed, it certainly 
would be their own fault. For 2 
civilised and historic Christian nation 
like the English, with a constellation 
of poets and heroes, must have some- 
thing about it that a reasonablo 
foreigver might like. 

But if they pity England it is 

- probably our own fault ; because we 
ave strayed from our strong position 
and missed the advantages of our 
teal virtues. We must have made 
- some bad mistakes of our own, which 
my yet be remedied, and the first 
and worst mistake is always to assume — 
that it is only foreign critic who w 
mistaken. The deeper causes to 
which I should trace it, the amnesty 
for political corruption, the multiplic- 
ation of new and vulgar officialism, 
the refusal to reply to Soci-lism with 
a vacant distribution of property, 
are matters too large for this note. 
But I will conclude with one or two 
typical scraps of advice for retaining 
for our country the respect of reason- 
able Americans. 
FRANKNESS NEEDED. ~ , 

(1) If you sre resolyed to resist 
the Irish claims, say va are doing 
it for the protection of England, 
which they understand, and not with 
any notion of the patronage of Ireland, 
which they very rightly despise. 
Do not, in the name of sanity, say ° 

that you love the Irish, but alas ! they 

cannot govern ormanage their own 
politics. There are plenty of Ameri- 
cans who loathe the Irish, but they. 
all know that the Irish can manage 
politics and that they largely govern 
America. ; 

(2) If you want- really to defend 
the British Empire, do not say that 
the Anglo-Saxon’ has a mission to 

tule everybody, ‘but say that the 
Englishman really has a taste for 
turning up everywhere. The average 
American is not an Anglo-Saxon, 
but he is an intelligent human being, 
and he can understand that some 
people have more itch for a sorb 
of seafaring and trading adventure 
than other people. Let him judge 
that ides by the success in tolerating 
different religious cultures in India, 
and not by the ghastly failure to 
crush a religious calture in Ireland. 

(3) . Whenever you really note a 
foreign fault, pause to ask if you 
yourself have not the opposite fault; 
and set yourself, like.a patriot, to 
pat it right. ; .
